2. A response to the Office Action mailed on December 17, 2003 was timely 
filed by the undersigned on March 10, 2004. 

3. In late 2003, the address of this correspondent's law firm changed to 701 
Fifth Avenue, Suite 4800, Seattle Washington, 98104. Although the new address of this law 
firm was indicated in the Response to Office Action filed on March 10, 2004, it was apparently 
not noted by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office.

7. On or about December 1, 2004, I spoke with Examiner Eldred by 
telephone regarding the subject Notice of Informal or Non-responsive Amendment, and he 
advised me that it was missing from the file of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, and that he 
would look for it and transmit it to us when it was located. My legal assistants have made 
approximately eight (8) telephone calls since that time to leave messages for the Examiner 
requesting that the subject Notice be transmitted to us so that we could properly petition to revive 
this application. 

8. As of this date, we have still not received the Notice of Informal or Non- 
responsive Amendment that was allegedly transmitted to us on March 26, 2004. 

9. Therefore, the undersigned respectfully requests that the subject 
application be revived, and that the Response to Office Action which was filed on March 10, 
2004 be accepted by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office.
